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AERPRHe Lords and Commons in Parliament do declare, That 
+ Fe 1t 1s againſt the Laws and Liberties of the Kingdome, 
@z that any of the Subjects thereof ſhould be commanded 
by the King, to attend Him at His pleaſure, but ſuch as 
are bound thereto by ſpeciall Service ; And that whoſoever upon 
pretence of His Majeſties command ſhall take Arms, and gather to- 
gether with others, in a Warlike manner, to the terror of the Kings 
People, ſhall be eſteemed diſturbers of the publike peace, and to 
do that which may introducea preſident of very dangerous con ſe- 
quence for the future, and produce moſt miſchievous effects for the 
preſent, Conſidering the great diſtempers of the Kingdom, and 
what pernicious Counſellors, and Incendiaries, are now about the 
King, and how deſperate and ill affe&ted divers perſons, attending 
upon His Majeſtie, haveſhewed themſelves to the Parliament, and 
to His other good Subjects, threatning and reproaching them pub- 
likely, even in His Majeſties preſence, and for preventing, and a- 
voiding ſuch great miſchiefs as may thereupon enſue; 

It is Ordered and Ordained by both Houſes of Parliament, That 
ifthe Trained-Bands, or any other His Majeſties Subjects, ſhall up- 
on pretence of any ſuch command be drawn togeiher, and put into a 
poſture of War, the Sheriff of that County where there ſhall be 
ſuch raiſing, or drawing together of Armed men ; Do forthwith 
raiſe the power of the County to ſuppreſſe the ſame,and to keep His 
Majeſties Peace, according to Law. And that the Lord Licute- 
nants, Deputy Lieutenants, Juſtices of the Peace, andall other His 
Majeſties Subjects, be ayding and afiſting to the ſeverall and re- 
ſpective Sheriffs in performance hereof, as they will anſiver the 


contrary at their perill.
